Court action reported in 
Judge Eddie C. Lovelace's 
courtroom on Wednesday, 
March 14 was : 

SENTENCED 

Jeremy Blackburn (DOB 
1982) was sentenced to 
12 years on amended 
charges of criminal 
attempt to manufacture 
methamphetamine and 
persistent felony offender 
in the second degree 
with probation opposed. 
Additional charges of 
possession of a controlled 
substance (first degree/ 
methamphetamine), 
possession of drug 
paraphernalia, burglary in the 
third degree and persistent 
felony were dismissed, 
offender in the first degree, 
amended to second degree. 

Dana Scott (DOB 1971) 
was sentenced to three years, 
pretrial diverted for five 
years on a charge of flagrant 
nonsupport. The diversion 
was conditioned with her 
paying her child support 
of $258 plus an additional 
$50 per month toward 
arrearages for a total of $308 
per month. 

George M. Tooley (DOB 
1943) was sentenced to three 
years, probated for three years 
on a charge of trafficking in a 
controlled substance (second 
degree, first offense, drug 
unspecified). An additional 
charge of trafficking in a 
controlled substance in 
the second degree was 
dismissed. 

REVOCATION 

HEARING 

Sarah Botts (DOB 1983) had 
a motion hour and had her 
pretrial diversion revoked 
after she was given a sentence 
of five years on March 17, 
2010 on a charge of possession 
of a controlled substance 
(first degree) and was given 
a pretrial diversion. One 
condition of her diversion 
was that she enter and 
successfully complete the 
Drug Court program but was 
terminated on Feb. 15, 2012 
for "various violations" in 
the program. Final sentencing 
was set for April 18. 

Brandon J. Wilborn 
(DOB 1981) had his pretrial 
diversion agreement revoked 
after he was sentenced to three 
years for a charge of receiving 
stolen property less than 
$10,000. However, as part of 
his diversion, he was to pay 
restitution in the amount of 
$245 within 120 days from 
the enter of the plea. He 
was also to remain drug and 
alcohol free. However, he 
acknowledged that he had 
been taking half a suboxone 
every day or so and when 
he was directed to do a drug 
test, he attempted to alter that 
test by introducing a syringe 
filled with another person's 
urine. Final sentencing was 
set for April 18. 

PLEA OF GUILTY 

Brandon Daugherty (DOB 
1986) pled guilty to a charge 
of complicity to theft of a 
controlled substance, first 
degree, to receive a five year 
sentence pretrial diverted for 
five years under supervision. 
An additional charge 
of complicity to burglary 
in the second degree was 


dismissed. 

Danny Grooms (DOB 1975) 
pled guilty to a charge of 
possession of a controlled 
substance (first degree) to 
receive a 11 /2 year sentence, 
pretrial diverted for two years 
supervised. The defendant 
will be assessed by the 
Monroe County Drug Court 
program and will enter/ 
complete that program if 
eligible otherwise shall be 
supervised by probation/ 
parole. Additional charges 
of reckless driving and 
possession of marijuana were 
dismissed. 

Drenda L. Hockley 
(DOB 1961) pled guilty 
to an amended charge of 
facilitation of manufacturing 
methamphetamine 
(from manufacturing 
methamphetamine) to 
receive a sentence of five 
years probated for five 
years. On the condition of 
probation, she was ordered 
to enter and successfully 
complete the Drug Court 
program. Additional 
charges of possession of a 
controlled substance (first 
degree, methamphetamine) 
and possession of drug 
paraphernalia were 
dismissed. 

Shawn Russell (DOB 1978) 
pled guilty to a charge of 
wanton endangerment in 
the first degree and assault 
in the third degree to receive 
a five year sentence on each 
charge to run concurrently 
for a total of five years to 
serve. Probation was opposed 
by the Commonwealth 
with additional charges 
of two counts of wanton 
endangerment in the first 
degree and resisting arrest 
dismissed. 

TRIAL DATE 

Kelly R. Casteel (DOB 1985) 
had a trial date of June 19 set 
on two counts of theft of a 
controlled substance (first 
offense and less than $300) 
and burglary in the second 
degree. 

Anna M. Scott (DOB 1987) 
had a trial date of June 22 
set on charges of receiving 
goods, etc. by fraud $10,000 
or more within a six month 
period and forgery in the first 
degree. 

Jesse "Jay" Simpson III (DOB 
1985) had a trial date of June 
22 set on a charge of theft by 
unlawful taking/disposition 
(farm equipment). 

PLEA NOT GUILTY 

Sam Paul Beck (DOB 
1944) was appointed a 
public defender and pled 
not guilty to a charge of rape 
(second degree, mentally 
incapacitated by intoxicating 
substance). Pretrial was set 
for May 16. 

Dallas Bowles (DOB 1978) 
was appointed a public 
defender and pled not guilty 
to a charge of possession of 
a controlled substance (first 
offense) with pretrial set for 
May 16. 

Matthew Todd Burkhead, Jr. 
(DOB unavailable) appeared 
with public defender Greg 
Berry and pled not guilty 
to charges of arson in the 
second degree, two counts of 
first degree criminal mischief 
and third degree criminal 
trespassing. Pretrial was set 
for May 16. 

Justin W. Gillespie (DOB 


Commissioners learned 
that Tompkinsville will be 
receiving a Community De¬ 
velopment and Block Grant 
(CDBG) in the amount of 
$500,000 to upgrade and 
improve the City's existing 
sewer system. Mayor Jeff 
Proffitt announced the news 
of the grant at last Thurs¬ 
day's regularly scheduled 
City Commission meeting, 
noting he had been advised 
that there was a very good 
chance of receiving an ad¬ 
ditional $500,000 ARC grant 
to supplement the HUD ad¬ 
ministered CDBG grant. 

Commissioners were ad¬ 
vised that the paperwork for 
the grant had to be signed 
and returned by this Friday, 
March 30, and approved 
that action. 

Commissioners also vot¬ 
ed to hire current City Park 
Manager Red Schabacker 
as Property Violation Code 
Officer for the City at a rate 
of $12.40 per hour. Scha- 


backer's duties will include 
working with property 
owners to clean up areas 
with abandoned lots and 
buildings, as well as work¬ 
ing to collect back taxes on 
properties that have gone 
unpaid, in some instances 
for several years. 

Extreme cases could result 
in the seizure and subse¬ 
quent sale of property to re¬ 
coup back taxes. Schabacker 
and Proffitt explained to the 
group that the actions taken 
through this office should 
help with issues such as 
stray animals and metham¬ 
phetamine production as 
abandoned buildings and 
lots will be torn down or 
cleaned up. 

The Commission also vot¬ 
ed to begin repairs on the 
City's maintenance build¬ 
ing, starting with taking 
down the chimney and re¬ 
pairing leaks in the roof. The 
first phase of repairs will 
cost approximately $3,300 


with further repairs to be 
completed in the future. 

Commissioners also 
passed a non-sufficient 
funds resolution, estab¬ 
lishing the NSF fee on bad 
checks written to the City at 
$50. They agreed that there 
will be a "no exceptions" 
policy in effect and noted 
that customers have the 
option of paying their bills 
through automatic transfer 
from their bank. 

In other business. Com¬ 
missioners: 

— Approved the COPS 
application grant applica¬ 
tion; 

— Learned that Sherry 
Proffitt passed her Class II 
certification; 

— Agreed to hire Danny 
Joe Stinson to an intern¬ 
ship through Western Ken¬ 
tucky University that will 
give him approximately 16 
hours per week at the Water 
and Sewer plants. Stinson's 
pay will be divided with the 


City paying $5 per hour and 
WKU paying $5 per hour; 

— Approved changes tc 
the deed at the pump sta¬ 
tion limiting the City's costs 
and expenses; 

— Approved a "road 
block" fundraiser for Projeci 
Prom to be held April 7; 

— Approved the second 
reading and adoption oi 
the Flood Prevention Ordi¬ 
nance; 

—Approved the first read¬ 
ing of the Building Code Or¬ 
dinance; 

— Approved to advertise 
for a position as manager a1 
the recycling plant; 

—Approved a culverl 
installation and repair or 
Monroe Drive at a cost oi 
$1509; 

— Approved to close a 
section of Emberton Streei 
during High School and 
Middle School baseball 
games extending from the

With only days remaining in 
the 2012 Legislative Session, 
the pace of consideration and 
approval of bills picked up 
this past week. 

At the top of the list of bills 
passed in the House is one 
that offers a tax rebate to those 
who were greatly impacted 
by recent tornadoes that 
struck the Commonwealth. 
House Bill 165 provides 
individuals and businesses 
in the 21 counties declared 
federal disaster areas from 
the February 29 and March 
2 storms to receive a refund 
on the sales tax charged on 
building supplies. 

Numerous homes and 
businesses in areas like 
Morgan, Magoffin, Kenton 
and Russell Counties were 
severely damaged during 
these storms, and we in the 
House recognize that the road 
to recovery can be long. I'm 
pleased that we came together 
in a bi-partisan manner and 
placed the lives of our people 
above partisanship in passing 
this legislation quickly. 

The continued debate 
over whether to make pseu- 
doephedrine available by 
prescription moved to the 
House Judiciary Committee 
this past week. Senate Bill 3, 
which would place limits on 
the amount of pseudoephed- 
rine a person could purchase 
without a prescription, was 
passed by a vote of 10-4. Under 
the bill, if a person exceeded 
the monthly amount they 
could only purchase pseu- 
doephedrine with a doctor's 
prescription. 

Advocates of Senate Bill 3 
say the legislation is needed 
to combat the methamphet- 
amine trade in rural parts 
of Kentucky that is tearing 
apart families and in some 
instances leading to deaths, 
while opponents argue the 
bill punishes law abiding citi¬ 
zens for the criminal actions 
of others and believe this bill 
is taking the eventual step 
of making pseudoephedrine 
a prescription only medica¬ 
tion. It remains to be seen 
whether Senate Bill 3 will be 
voted on by the full House 
in the remaining days of the 
session. 

Another bill that was 
debated but not voted upon 
was Senate Bill 1, which 
was discussed in the House 
Appropriations and Revenue 
Committee. Senate Bill 1 
proposed to cap Kentucky's 
debt service ratio at six 
percent. In other words Senate 
Bill 1 would make sure our 
debt service shall be no more 
than six percent of what we 
do take in.

Senate Bill 1 is good fiscal 
policy and a responsible 
way for Kentucky to reduce 
its debt. Passing a bill like 
this, along with tackling real 
comprehensive tax reform, 
is the path we need to take 
to make our Commonwealth 
more financially responsible 
to you, the taxpayer. Many of 
you have tightened your belts 
during these tough economic 
times, and there is no reason 
why we cannot follow your 
example. 

We also took up three bills 
dealing with protecting life in 
the House Health and Welfare 
Committee. These bills dealt 
with informed consent, face 
to face consulting, and the 
so-called 'heartbeat' bill and 
sought to offer information 
and consultation for women 
seeking to have an abortion. 
Unfortunately, these bills were 
defeated along party lines, 
which is disappointing since 
advocating for the unborn is 
no different than legislation 
we pass every year that advo¬ 
cates for our school children 
and our elderly. 

Next week should be a 
busy one for us in the General 
Assembly as we should 
receive the budget bills from 
the Senate. Depending on 
if the other chamber makes 
any significant changes to the 
budget bills to the executive 
and transportation budgets 
will determine when we 
select a conference committee 
of House and Senate members 
to potentially iron out an 
agreement.

Austin Lee Sprowls (DOB 
1980) appeared with the public 
defender and pled not guilty 
to charges of three counts 
of criminal possession, 2nd 
degree of a forged instrument 
and three counts of persistent 
felony offender in the second 
degree. Pretrial was set for 
April 18 with Sprowls' counsel 
making an oral motion for 
bond reduction, which the 
Court overruled.

David W. Anderson (DOB 
1971) had a motion for 
discovery and inspection and 
bill of particulars sustained 
on a charge of assault in the 
second degree. 

Warner Brad Baxter 
(DOB 1969) was to have 
a pretrial conference on

However, 
the Court advised the parties 
he would not accept the 
proposed plea agreement in 
the case until the defendant 
testifies truthfully against her 
codefendants.

Stevie D. Harper (DOB 
1962) had a motion sustained 
for discovery and inspection 
and bill of particulars. He faces 
charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine (first 
offense) buy/possession 
of drug paraphernalia and 
possession of controlled 
substance (first degree, first 
offense, methamphetamine). 

Dustin Harris (DOB 
unavailable) was to have 
a pretrial conference but 
nothing was to be heard on 
the date with the case to be 
re docketed upon motion 
by the Commonwealth. He 
faces charges of possession 
of marijuana, buy/possession 
of drug paraphernalia and 
first degree possession of 
controlled substance/opiate 
(first offense). 

Ricky Lynn Morrow (DOB 
1968) had a motion sustained 
for discovery and inspection 
and bill of particulars with the 
same discovery tendered in 
both Monroe and Cumberland 
counties. 

Larry R. Norris (DOB 1992) 
had a motion sustained for 
discovery and inspection for 
bill of particulars with the 
case to be continued until 
April 18 with the defendant 
to be present on March 29 to 
meet with counsel. 

Jessie Parke (DOB 1988) had 
a motion sustained to sever 
the trial from a codefendant 
on charges of murder, arson 
in the first degree, complicity 
to commit arson in the first 
degree, robbery in the first 
degree and complicity to 
commit robbery in the 
first degree. However, the 
Commonwealth also noted 
that they would be trying 
the codefendant first with 
this case continued generally 
until that case has been 
concluded. 

Robert Strong (DOB 1962) 
had his motion for discovery 
sustained on four counts of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance (second degree, first 
offense, drug unspecified). 
He also faces a charge of theft 
by unlawful taking (all others 
$10,000 or more). 

Sherri Turner (DOB 1977) 
had her motion sustained 
for discovery. She faces 
charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine (first 
offense) and trafficking 
in a controlled substance 
(first degree, first offense, 
methamphetamine). 

Jeffery Walden (DOB 
unavailable) had his motion 
sustained for discovery and 
inspection on charges of 
wanton endangerment in the 
first degree and terroristic 
threatening in the third 
degree. 

Donald D. Young (DOB 
1955) was scheduled for a 
motion hour to revoke his 
pretrial diversion on a charge 
of flagrant nonsupport. 
However, the defendant did 
not appear and an arrest 
warrant was issued. 

Jonathan Young (DOB 
unavailable) was to have a 
motion hour to separate trial 
on charges of murder, arson 
in the first degree, complicity 
to commit arson in the first 
degree, robbery in the first 
degree and complicity to 
commit robbery in the first 
degree. The case was severed 
and will be tried separately 


and first. Trial was set for 
May 8.

(first degree, first offense, 
methamphetamine), 
two counts of controlled 
substance endangerment 
to a child (fourth degree), 
possession of marijuana, 
unlawful possession of a 
methamphetamine precursor 
(first offense) and four counts 
of persistent felony offender 
in the first degree. The case 
was continued as Hon. Resa 
Gardner will be replacing 
Ms. Sandy Leitao as conflict 
counsel and the matter set for 
April 18. 

Lonnie Bryant, Jr. (DOB 1985) 
had his pretrial conference 
continued until April 18 on 
charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine (first 
offense) trafficking in a 
controlled substance (first 
degree/first offense/ 
methamphetamine), two 
counts of fourth degree 
endangerment to a child 
(controlled substance) and 
four counts of persistent 
felony offender in the second 
degree. 

Lisa Cawthorn (DOB 
1960) had her case 
continued until May 16 on 
charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine, 
unlawful possession of a 
methamphetamine precursor 
(first offense), buy/ possession 
of drug paraphernalia, 
possession of a controlled 
substance (first degree, first 
offense, methamphetamine) 
and controlled substance 
endangerment to a child - 
fourth degree. 

Craig Davis (DOB 
unavailable) had his case 
continued until April 18 
on three counts of selling 
a controlled substance to a 
minor (first offense). 

Katie N. Dawson (DOB 
1983) had her case on a charge 
of receiving goods, etc. by 
fraud $10,000 or more within 
a six month period continued 
with Resa Gardner appointed 
as conflict counsel. The case 
was continued until May 16. 

Teresa G. Muse (DOB 1968) 
had her case on trafficking 
in a controlled substance 
(second degree, first offense, 
drug unspecified) continued 
until April 18 but was ordered 
to be present on March 29 to 
meet with counsel.

Livingston County 
teen takes iife 
to end buiiying 


Just one week after 
Kentucky House Republi¬ 
cans struck down a stricter 
and more comprehensive 
anti-bullying law, a 15-year 
old Livingston County teen¬ 
ager has taken her own life to 
end the bullying she endured, 
according to a report from 
WPSD-TV. Concerned parents 
planned a picket to call for 
stricter anti-bullying policies 
in front of 
Livingston 
County 
High School 
before the 
start of 
classes on 
Wednesday, 

March 28. 

"This is 
exactly what 
we feared," 
shared Chris 
Hartman, 
a steering 
committee 
member of 
the Statewide Fairness Coali¬ 
tion, a group that advocated 
for the updated law. "Appar¬ 
ently two Kentucky teen 
suicides were not enough 
to awaken state lawmakers 
to the need to solve this 
epidemic problem. Now we 
are have lost three innocent 
Kentucky children to suicide 
from bullying in just five 
months. How many children 
must die before lawmakers 
quit playing partisan politics 
and strengthen this law?" 

Last Tuesday, grieving 
parents and friends of recent 
Kentucky suicide victims 
Sam Denham, a 13-year old 
eighth-grader from a northern 
Kentucky middle school, and 
Miranda Campbell, a 14-year 
old high school freshman 
from Hopkinsville, testified 
before the House Educa¬ 
tion Committee for passage 
of Rep. Mary Lou Marzian's 
(D-Louisville) House Bill 336. 
Despite their pleas. House 
Republicans—most of whom 
voted for a similar measure 
in 2011—blocked passage 
of the law on grounds it 
would place "gay rights in 


our schools," as stated by 
Rep. Ben Waide (R-Madison- 
ville). The vote was 13 aye; 10 
nay; and three abstentions. 
Three members were absent 
from the committee, which 
requires 15 votes for passage. 

House Bill 336 included 
protections based upon a 
student's actual or perceived 
race; color; religion; ancestry 
or ethnicity; sexual orien¬ 
tation; phys¬ 
ical, mental, 
emotional, 
or learning 
disability; 
gender; gender 
identity or 
expression; or 
other distin¬ 
guishing char¬ 
acteristic, as 
recommended 
by U.S. Educa¬ 
tion Secretary 
Arne Duncan. 
The measure 
also affirmed a 
student's right to religious 
freedom of speech regarding 
difference in sexual orien¬ 
tation or gender identity, 
as proposed by Republican 
amendments to the 2011 
version of the legislation, 
by emphasizing a religious 
freedom statute currently 
codified in the education 
section of the Kentucky 
Revised Statutes (KRS 
158.184). 

The proposed legisla¬ 
tion additionally mandated 
professional development for 
all school district employees 
relating to bullying preven¬ 
tion, included strict inci¬ 
dent reporting and public 
notice requirements as well 
as explicit protection for 
students while on school- 
sponsored transportation 
and at school-sponsored 
events, and a comprehensive 
definition of "harassment, 
intimidation, bullying, or 
cyberbullying." 

According to a recent 
survey by The Schapiro 
Group, 87% of Kentuck¬ 
ians support stronger anti¬ 
bullying protections.

Monroe County Middle School 
selected as ^GEAR UP” school 


The Monroe County Area 
Technology Center recently 
underwent their program 
assessment with officials from 
the Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet and 
Office of Career and Technical 
Education. 

ATC Principal Lee Ann Wall 
recently released the results of 
the program review, which saw 
the Monroe County program 
at or near the top marking in 
almost every area. 

These reviews began as a 
result of a 2000 legislative 
initiative where officials from 
OCTE work cooperatively 
with the Kentucky Department 
of Education (KDE) on all 
aspects of designing and 
implementing the program 
assessment process. 

OCTE identified 93 schools/ 
centers with industrial 
education programs—53 OCTE 
and 40 KDE with 17 standards 
measured. These reviews are 
designed to give direction for 
program improvement. 

The reviews are designed to 
increase student achievement, 
improve programs and their 
consistency, enhancing student 
transition, provide technical 
program support and align 
with accreditation. 

Schools first do a self- 
assessment, then an assessment 
team including instructors 
from University level, technical 
schools and state officials, come 
to the school to assess on the 
17 criterion. Erom that point, 
they gather their findings and 
present recommendations for 
improvement. 

Graded on a scale of 0-4 
with 4 being the highest, 
the Monroe ATC scored 
3.91 out of 4.0. Throughout 
the evaluation, the local 
school scored perfect marks 
in curriculum, lesson/unit 
plans, student achievement, 
student recognition, 
postsecondary links, program 
area safety, student safety, 
public relations, family and 
community contributions, 
advisory committee, industry 
accreditation and technology 
in instruction. 



Monroe County Middle 
School was recently selected 
as one of 29 schools to received 
the "GEAR UP" grant. 

GEAR UP Kentucky 
announced these schools have 
been selected to participate in 
a new $26.9 million college- 
readiness grant award. 

GEAR UP, Gaining Early

"Earning an associate's in 
nursing and starting a career 
in nursing, then returning 
to school to earn a BSN is a 
sensible and practical way 
for RNs to secure their future 
and upward mobility in the 
profession." 

Nursing alumni of Camp¬ 
bellsville University, along 
with those who have an RN 
degree from another school 
or live in another state, are 
welcome to apply to the 
program. 

The admissions process 
to the program is as follows: 
application to the university, 
application to the School of 
Nursing and transcripts and 
licensure information sent 
to CU followed by a letter of 
acceptance. 

Students must verify work 
experience as a registered 


nurse, and there is flexi¬ 
bility entering the program 
at different times of the year. 
Core nursing courses will be 
offered throughout the year 
and the student may enter at 
any point in time. 

If most or all general 
education requirements are 
met, many can complete the 
program in approximately 15 
to 18 months.
